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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard (Part 3/Sec 1) (Second Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the 
draft finalized by the Fertilizers Sectional Committee had been approved by the Petroleum, Coal and Related 
Products Division Council. 

A number of standards in the area of fertilizers comprising methods of sampling and test, and products have been 
formulated. The International Organization for Standardization (ISO) has also published a number of standards 
on the methods of sampling and test.
